by tin* 
Chicago, Great Western Railw ay com­ 
pany, to a suit brought by the state of 
Minnesota under the law of 11X15, 
re­ 
quiring 
railroads to pay a I per cent. 
gross earnings tax in place of the form­ 
er 3 per cent. tax. 
This law was framed by the 
legisla­ 
ture in 1903, was adopted by the popu­ 
lar vote in 1.04, and became effective in 
1905. 
The railway admits 
that 
the 
gross earnings for the year. 
1905, were 
£ 1,248,980.9.3, and that on those earnings 
the taxes duly arid regularly levied, at 2 
per cent, were 624,979.62, 
which were 
paid. 
The railway company claims that it 
is 
not 
bound to pa) more than 2 per 
cent 
gross 
earnings tax, because of a 
special charter and contract on the part 
of itself and its 
predecessors with the 
state, and that to in.fi it now on the 
payment of a I per cent, tax is in 
con 
travention of the 
United States consti­ 
tution in that it impairs tile obligation 
of a contract and that the law as to it 
is, therefore, null and 
void. 
The rail 
way company 
demands judgement to 
that effect, and that the tax bo held to 
be 2 per cent. 
The company sets up the 
consolida 
tions with the Minnesota A Northwes­ 
tern and the Chicago, St. Paul A Kan

Minneapolis Journal: 
More than IOO 
Jew ish fannies of Minneapolis are pre­ 
paring to found an agricultural colony 
on the shores of Mille Lacs. 
The land 
has been secured, payments have been 
madeandthe movements well underway. 
The fate of tho colony will be watched 
with great interest, as the charge is often 
made that the Jew s are not workers or 
producers as tillers of the soil. 
The 
leaders of the race argue that there are 
several reasons why their people do not 
seek the soil like many other nationali­ 
ties. 
One reason, they say, is that they 
are not permitted to own lam! in certain 
countries and hence have little or no 
experience in agriculture. 
Again, most 
of the Jew ish immigrants are poor and 
have not the means to locate themselves 
on farms. 
The lead in the present movement is 
taken by the Hebrew Colonization so­ 
ciety of Minneapolis, of which Moses S. 
W inthrop is president and L. Rosen sec­ 
retary.
